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THE MAKING OF THE BOOKLIST 


The Booklist is the librarians’ official book buying guide. It grew 
from the demands of hundreds of librarians in all parts of the country 
away fiom book centers. They needed a list which evaluated the books 
as published, selected those best suited to library needs and gave infor- 
mation in as tew words as possibile so that busy librarians could choose 
wisely but quickly. 

No one person can be depended upon to judge all the books presented; 
so in every case the final judgment means a consensus of opinion from 
many libraries. Indeed hundreds of people contribute information each 
year—libiarians, “doctors, lawyers, merchants, chiefs” of every profession 
known to books, general readers, professional book reviewers, authors, 
publishers and booksellers. 


The work of the editorial staff is the compilation, selection and pre- 
sentation of this information. Ail the work except that done in the 
office is donated for the good of the cause, thus The Booklist, the work 
of the American Library Association as a whole, is its most important 
activity in encouraging good books. 


THE PUBLISHERS’ CONTRIBUTION 


The publishers are the first contributors; all the general publishers 
now send every book they publish which could have a library appeal. For 
fugitive books, publishers’ lists are checked, the Publishers’ Weekly, re- 
views, announcements, and the Library of Congress galley proofs of cards 
for every book copyrighted in this country. Special publishers are glad 
to send copies of any book requested by The Booklist. Publishers pay 
freight to the office, both ways if books are returned. 


THE TENTATIVE LIST 


For each book a card is made, giving such information as is contained 
in publishers’ notices. Cards are tucd tor a month or until the tentadve 
list is printed. This list—author, title, publisher, price—is printed and 
sent to over fifty librarians, east, west, north, south, who check a.l or 
parts of the list, a plus sign “++” voting for inclusion, a minus sign, “—” 
voting against. Returned to the office the votes for each book are regis- 
tered on its card. 


BOOK REVIEWS 


Books which require special knowledge for judging are sent to experts 
who will examine and return them. Often a telephone call to one of the 
many special libraries in Chicago, or a letter to those outside, wiil yield 
the exact information desircd; the intrinsic merit of a book and its worth 
in comparison to others on the same subject. These special libraries 
represent almost every field of human endeavor: art, history, science, 
religion, education, engineering, trade, medicine, and so forth. 

The best English and American book reviews are on file at the office 
and reviews for each book are indexed on its card. Over a hundred 
special periodicals are also indexed each month, extracts of the notes made 
and filed with the book cards. Book notes sent by librarians are also 
clipped to their respective book cards. Sixteen large libraries and com- 
missions regularly send book notes written from the library point of 
view. 


SELECTING BOOKS 


The enlarged file of cards now gives reliable information as to the 
books’ suitability for public library use. A careful examination of books 
with notes and votes makes it a comparatively simple matter to choose a 
large percentage of the books to be included. 

Every other month there is a selection of public documents particu- 
larly useful for a small library and every other month a list of new editions 
noteworthy because of additions, special beauty, change of price. 








THE BOOK NOTES 


The writing of the book notes is not so simple, as it means an at- 
tempt to express in the fewest possible words, the subject and scope of 
the work, a comparison of other works on the subject, the type of reader 
who will be interested, any eccentricities, good or bad, of its make-up 
and most difficult of all, to reflect the spirit of the book 


THE COMPLETED LIST 


There are about two hundred entries each month covering all classes 
of books for children as well as adults. This list is sent to five thou- 
sand libraries and in many it forms the chief, often the only guide for 
adding new titles. 

Librarians rely on its information, which is unbiased, the consensus 
of the best opinions available both from the standpoint of excellence and 
adaptability to library needs. 

Publishers watch it to see which of their books are included, which 
type of books receives commendation, what subjects are being emphasized 
what demands are being made. One in. ortant publishing house prints 
its trade catalog with a code mark indicating books which have been noted 
in The Booklist. 

The price, now $2.00 a year, is kept as low as possible and does not 
cover costs. Any deficit has always been made up from the $4,500.00 in- 
come from the Carnegie fund for publishing. 

The Booklist needs a permanent home, a building where the books 
of the years are kept until the five or ten years’ accumulation is sifted and 
a regular supplement to the A. L. A. Catalog published. Its file of book 
notes is increasingly valuable and should be available for any librarian 
who wishes to consult it. It should have a reference library of its own 
consisting of all the bibliographical information published by libraries, in- 
dexed so that it is available for any one at any time, a clearing house of 
library information about all books published. 


BOOKLIST SUBSCRIPTIONS 


The probable deficit for The Booklist for the coming year will be 
$6,000. The Publishing Board has reluctantly faced this fact and raised 
the subscription price provisionally to $2.00. This will be effective until 
January first when the price will have to be $2.50 unless in the meantime 
we can increase the subscription list by 2,000. 

It is difficult to find just the field for new Booklist subscriptions—not 
because there are not many places where it will be welcome—but because 
possible subscribers are so scattered that ordinary subscription or adver- 
tising methods are too expensive in proportion to the returns. The only 
way to develop The Booklist field is by personal work on the part of 
people who use it and believe in it. 

From new and unsolicited subscriptions which have come in during 
the last six months we have gleaned the following suggestions for possi 
ble subscriptions : 


1. Extra copies for your reading tables. Wherever this has been 
tried The Booklist has found a small but steadily growing public. To 
have The Booklist known by general readers not only emphasizes the best 
books but dignifies library work. Librarians may well be proud of it, hun- 
dreds of library workers contribute to its making and it is good! Try it 
on your reading table. 


2. Any library in your vicinity which does not have The Booklist 
Do not take it for granted that the library in mind takes The Booklist. 
Only about 5,000 libraries take it and there are about 8,000 libraries in 
the country. 


_ 3. Your high school library. Does it buy new books? If it does, 
it certainly needs The Booklist. If it does not, all the more reason for 
having The Booklist to keep teachers informed of the best new books in 
their various fields. The Booklist always keeps teachers needs in mind and 


lists more educational books than the average library can buy, knowing 
that librarians can often use it for suggestions and for making special 
lists. Perhaps you could promise to mark the high school copy with the 
call numbers of the new books the public library buys. This might make 
one more link between the high school and the public library and would be 
a clever way to advertise new books to the people who need them. Try 
the high school library. 

4. Booksellers. Booksellers like The Bookhst. They say it gives 
them “tips” on the books libraries will order and that it shows them the 
books people will really buy. One bookseller writes “Every bookseller 
should have it.” He is not far wrong 


TALKING POINTS FOR THE BOOKLIST 


for Librarians:—-It sums up the library opinion of new books. — i: 
gives accurate information needed in ordering books and it makes cata- 
loging easy. It lists government documents for smal] libraries and notes 
other pamphlet material. It gives careful comparisons of new editions as 
they appear. The file is invaluable reference material in compiling spe- 
cial lists. It is made from the work of many librarians so that it pre- 
sents a consensus and not an individual opinion. 


For High Schools :—It gives teachers an opportunity to gain quickly, 
at least an intelligent ignorance of the general list of new books and 
especially of books in their own fields. It emphasizes books useful in 
high school work. 

For Booksellers :—It gives booksellers advance information on what 
libraries will buy. It is an invaluable aid in suggesting books for special 
lists. The fiction it lists is the fiction which is most likely to have z 
fairly steady sale as it represents the choice of a large number of read 
ers. The notes indicate just the type of reader who will be interested 
in the books

opportunity to do some intensive work in popularizing good children’s 
books.

Miss Humble is sending material to libraries and it only remains for 
The Booklist to cheer tor the work and to emphasize again the plan of 
working with booksellers for this week. 

Why should not the library sell books? In many cases this is im- 
possible because of the restrictions on public buildings. But the library 
can have order slips handy and send the orders to any bookstore desig- 
nated by the would-be purchaser. The booksellers will be guided in their 
purchase of stock by the beautiful collection which every library will try 
to display for Children’s Book Week. Is it not possible that one function 
of the public library is to assist in developing a good book store? A good 
book store is an important educational factor in any town. Many hbra 
rians think that, if the bookseller ts intelligent and tends to his business 
the library might better buy from him at a very small discount, or, on 
small orders, no discount at all, and thus enable him to keep a better stock. 
than to buy elsewhere at a larger discount. They believe that the educa- 
tional benefit of “good books to buy” is just as important as that of “good 
books to borrow” and that in encouraging the intelligent bookseller the 
library is doing a necessary part of its work for the wider distribution 
of good books
